Appeals for Freedom. 


March 27.—Executive 
clemency. will not be extended.at pres- 
ent to Charles W. Morse, the New York 
banker, and John R. Walsh, the Chi- 
cago banker, who. are serving fifteen 
and fiye years’ sentences, respectively, 
in federal penitentiaries, the former at 
Atlanta, and the latter at Leavenworth. 
The president has had before him for 
several weeks applications in both 
cases and it was learned today that 
he will follow the recommendations of 
Attorney General Wickersham. 

It is understood that Mr. Wicker- 
sham recommended that inasmuch as 
Walsh will be paroled under the new 
federal law next September, justice 
would be better served if executive 
clemency were not extended to him. 

In the case of Morse it is understood 
the attorney general was averse to any 
im iate relief, but recommended that 
if there was to be a commutation it| 
should be such as to make the sentence 
expire in five years. In that event 
Morse would be released after serving 
three years and eight months, which 
includes the usual allowance for good 
behavior. Morse began serving his 
sentence in January, 1910, and Walsh 
two months later. 

An official statement was issued at 
the department of justice today declar- 
ing that reports that Morse is in a 
critical condition are without founda- 
tion.

BUILDINGS DEMOLISHED 
AND HOUSES UNROOFED 


Total Number of the Casual- 
ties Not Yet Known--- The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Be- 
tween New York and Phila- 
delphia Is Put Out of Com- 


mission. 


Philadelphia, March 27.—A severe 
electrical storm, accompanied . by a 
high wind, which at times blew with 
cyclonic force, swept over the northern 
section of this city shortly after 6 
o’clock tonight, leaving destruction 
and death in its wake. 

Buildings were demolished, houses 
unroofed and the New York division 
of the Pennsylvania railroad was 
placed out of commission temporarily 
by the demolition of its tower at 
Holmesburg and station at Tacony, 
cutting off all telegraphic communica- 
tion. 

Police Station Destroyed. 

Tacony, the section where the great- 
est damage occurred, was completely 
cut off from the rest of the city. Tele- 
graph, telephone and trolley wires 
were blown to the groung and it was 
hours before the details of the catas- 
trophe reached the central section of 
the city, where the storm did not ap- 
pear. 

The police station at Tacony was 
demolished. The evening squad of po- 
licemen was preparing to leave for 
their beats when the roof of the build- 
ing was blown off and every window 
broken by a sudden burst of wind. 

At the Tacony station of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, an unidentified man 
was killed when a portion of 
structure was biown away, Many 
houses in this section. were ‘unrooted 
or demolished. 

Several Factories Demolished. 

In the manufacturing section of 
Kensington, in the northeast, toward 
Tacony, several factories were de- 
stroyed, trolley wires were blown 
down and roofs of houses hurled to 
the center of the streets. 

In the fashionable section of Ger- 
mantown the storm’also eaused havoc. 

Telegraph and telephone communi- 
cation was also destroyed, but up to 
a late hour no lives had been reported 
lost in this section. So completely 
was the Pennsylvania’s railroad line to 
New York tiled up that no trains were 
sent over the New York division from 
this city early tonight and no tickets 
to Philadelphia were obtainable at the 
New York end of the line. 

Hospital Patients Buried. 

Many mills were unroofed by the 
storm in Manayunk in the northwest 
section of the city and a wall of the 
surgical department of St. Timothy's 
hospital at Roxborough was crushed 
in. - The patients were buried under a 
mass of debris but were rescued with- 
out having sustained serious injuries. 

Reports from points throughout the 
state show that many towns in the 
southeastern section were visited by 
the heavy wind and in some instances 
by unusually large hall stones.

It fell to the office of N. H. Kirkpat- 
rick, the youngest man that has ever 
held the position of president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, to in- 
troduce President Gompers, the “grand 
old man of the labor movement.” 

Mr. Gompers began his address by 
expressing his pleasure at being in At- 
lanta again, and said that he had been 
happy to vote for the city as the meet- 
ing place for the next national con- 
vention. He has always considered the 
labor men of Atlanta clean, upright 
examples of the labor movement. 

The speaker reviewed the industrial 
prosperity that has prevailed in this 
country, but called attention to the 
price in loss of life and limb that is 
being paid for this prosperity. 

“We count our progress in dollars,” 
said he, “but who keeps count of the men 
who give up their lives on the indus- 
trial battlefield? Who gave thought

No 
depredations are being committed by 
the insurrectos on property in Mexico 
owned by Americans. 

To Heimburse Americans. 

“No Yood or other supplies are taken 
from resident Americans unless a re- 
ceipt is given, and it is the intention of 
the provisional government to reim- 
burse any losses sustained by Ameri- 
cans as soon as the anti-constitutional 
authorities in our country are over- 
thrown.

“Paradoxical as it miay seem,” says 
Dr. Woods Hutchinson, in Outing for 
March, “those who work hardest are 
most in need of exercise. Some of our 
(hardest working occupations show a 
‘very high mortality’ from tuberculosis. 
Two of the most unmanageable and 
rapidly fatal cases of this disease that 

I have ever seen were in a frontier 
mail carrier who rode 40 miles on 
horseback every day, swimming from 
two to five streams en route whenever 
they happened to be in flood, and a 
timber-cruiser, or field surveyor for a 
big lumber company, who was perpet- 
ually taking months-long trips through 
the most inaccessible “regions, with 
monotonous and often scanty food 
supply. Neither of them could get any 
vacation, and they had almost forgot- 
ten the meaning of the word amuse- 
ment. It is hard to say which is the 
most powerful factor in producing a 
high death rate—excessive muscular 
work, or over-confinement. Certainly, 
occupations for both men and women, 
which combine the two—domestic ser- 
vants and unskilled laborers—show the 
shortest life and the heaviest death- 
rate of all.

long life and, 
to spend at least two, 
and better three, hours a day in the 
open air, in some light, active exer- 
cise of the nature of a game or sport, 
that gives him enjoyment.”’

OF RECRUITS FROM NAVY 


“No, the war talk doesn’t seem to 
|cauge the young fellows in Atlanta to 


rusl{ to enlist,” said the recruiting of- 
ficert of the navy yesterday afternoon. 
“But it hasn’t scared them any. About 
the usual number come in every day. 
The month of January has been our 
busiest period so far this year. 

“How many applicants do we have 
every month? Why, it varies, though 
the average is about 100 a month. Last 
month we haq 78, and so far. this 
month we have had about 80. 

“Do you know it is a fact that over 
half of the men enlisting for the first 
time are just 17 years old. That 


true. We find that three-fourths of dur 
recruits are usually between 17 and 
20. Of course we have many older ap- 
tplicants, but the majority of them are 
young fellows in whom the desire to 
see something of the world is strong, 
and they realize that the navy offers 
them a splendid opportunity. 

“What percentage of applicants 


pass? Well, we usually swear in about 
one-fifth of the number who come to 
the office. Out of all the men prob- 
ably a fourth go away after talk- 
ing over matters, and do not return, as 
many of them have jobs they do not 
wish to give up until a certain time, 
and when that time arrives have found 
something they would rather do than 
enlist. : 

“A curious fact is that the majority 
of men rejected for a physical disabil- 
ity fai] because they have flat feet. 
Many others have small defects that 
are remedied, and they then enter the 
service. 

“We find after keeping a careful ac- 
count, for we ask each man who ap- 
plies, that postoffice hangers and cir- 
cular letters attract more men to the 
navy than anything else. Many are 
also brought In by having friends in 
the service who give glowi accounts 
of their lives. Newspap want ads, 
posters, ma ine tisements, 
booklets, and descriptive articles also 
attract some of the applicants,”

Currency Committee Will Offer 
Some Slight Modifications in 
Detail to the Aldrich Plan at 
Meeting of the Monetary 
Commission Today. 


Washington, March 27.—The currency 
committee of the American Bankers’ 
Association, an organization represent- 
ing 12,000 of the 22,000 banks of this 
country, unanimously approved the Al- 
drich plan of monetary reform today. 

Former Senator Aldrich had invited 
the currency committee to confer with 
the national monetary commission to- 
morrow, but the bankers held a prelim- 
inary meeting today to determine their 
course. They will offer some slight 
modifications in the technical detall of 
the Aldrich plan tomorrow, but they 
@pprove of the principal features and 
will suggest the adoption of the Al- 
@rich scheme by’ the national monetary 
¢ommiseion. 

Some of the bankers admitted that 
an important question yet to be set- 
tled was the method by which state 
banks could share the advantages of- 
fered national banks under the Aldrich 
plan. 

Representative Vreeland, of New 
York, vice chairman of the natfonal 
monetary committee, is in favor of in- 
cluding state banks in the plans for

Half a hundred 
funeral trains trailed through the East 
Side and the Italian district near the 
factory today, and as many more are 
scheduled for tomorrow. The unidenti- 
fied dead will be buried in a single 
grave, but will be held as long as pos- 
sible to give relatives and friends an 
opportunity to claim them. 

Latest figures place the death list 
at 142, the only death during the 24 
hours among those injured occurring 
tonight. Of these, 133 bodies were 
taken from the scene of the disaster 
ard 8 died in hospitals. The list will 
be swelled, surgeons say, by others 
who still live, but have no chance to 
recover. 

Remarkable Escape of Girl. 

Ida Singer, a 17-year-old shirtwaist 
maker, who lies in her home suffer- 
ing from a few minor bruises and

at Rome. 


Rome, March 27.—The celebration of 
the jubilee of the Italy unity began 
today with the formal opening by 
King Victor Emmanuel of the Interna- 
tional Art Exhibition. On Wednesday 
an industrial exhibition will be beguh 
at Turin, where in 1861 Victor Em- 
manuel, grandfather of the present 
monarch, assumed the title of king of 
Italy (as Victor Emmanuel !). 

At midnight a gun was fired from 
the Janiculum hall, and the bell on 
the capitol was rung. From that hour 
the city was astir. Bands playing pa- 
triotic airs traversed the . principal 
streets, which were bright with HNghts 
and gay flags and bunting; crowds fill- 
ed the squares shouting “Viva Roma!” 

The celebration is offensive to the 
holy see, and today some of the less 
orderly attempted to approach the 
vatican. They were met by a strong 
detachment of police and turned back. 

During the morning hours King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, Queen Helena, the Duke 
of Genoa, the Count of Turin the min- 
istry, diplomats and the members of 
the parliament and the foreign com- 
missioners of the art exhibition met 
at the capitol, at a sitting, the solemn- 
ly and impressiveness of which was 
in marked contrast with the rollicking 
in the streets. 

Count di San Martine, president of 
the exhibition committee, presided, and 
speeches tuned to the patriotic occasion 
were delivered by President Sanfredi, 
of the senate; President Marcora, of 
the chamber of deputies, and Mayor 
Nathan.

London, March 27.—The slander suit 
of Baron Arnold de Forest against his 
brother-in-law, Henry Milnes, and his 
mother-in-law, Mary, Lady Gerard, | 
opened today, but soon collapsed, ow- ' 
ing to lack of evidence. Judgment 
for the defendants was returned. 

The suit collapsed suddenly when 
Lord Derby, to whom the slanders 
were alleged to have been confided, 
took the stand and swore that he had 
no recollection of them. Sir Edward 
‘Clarke, counsel for the plaintiff) 
thereupon announced that he was un- 
able to proceed, in view of the lack 
of evidence, and judgment for the de- 
fendants was returned.

Disintegration of the Theater. 
(Montrose J. Boses, in April Forum.) 

The theater in America is passing 
through its newspaper phase; in every 
department it is being influenced by 
those economic forces which try to in- 
flate the market without improving 
the product, and which measure the 
product as a commodity rather than 
as an art. Every industry is subject 
to the laws of profit and loss, and 
the theater an’ ever-increasing in- 
dustry, since the amusement territory 
is increasing. There is no concentra- 
tion which would make.New York the 
theatrical center in the way that Lon- 
don is the hub of the United Kingdom. 

Only by the combining of theatrical 
interests in the hands of a few dicta- 
tors has the theater settled into some 
orderly adjustment, exchanging inde- 
pendence of selection on the part of 
the small manager and of the actor, 
for certain salaried assurance. The 
theatrical interests have largely been 
held in New York, although Chicago is 
increasing in importance, while the 
road has accepted what it could get, 
the local manager being only a de- 
pendent, with no incentive or means 
to give his public what they want oth- 
er than what the syndicate might al- 
low them. 

The history of the theatrical trust 
is hardly different from the growth of 
any other trust, save in respect to the 
personalities of the men behind the 
combination. The magnates who gov- 
ern Wall street Know their trade down 
to the smallest detail: they know the 
men with whom they have to ‘deal, 
and they are quick to measure the 
risk The same may be said for the 
theatrical manager.

this: ‘If Stripling was a murderer 
fourteen years ago, repentance or no 
repentance, he is a murderer now.’ I 
am sure your reporter did not wish in 
any way to misrepresent me, and if 
the statement had been read in the 
light of the entire article, its incon- 
Sistentcy with the general tend of the 
interview would have been apparent. 
“I ask the space, therefore, to make 
an additional statement, in order that 
I may be thoroughly understood. In 
my discussion of the question, 1 defi- 
nitely stated that my purpose was not 
so much to register a judgment as to 
what ought to be done with Stripling, 
but to challenge the sanity and justice 
of what seemed to pe a widespread 
movement in behalf of the immediate 


pardon of a man who had been con- 
victed of wilful murder, and who had 
been a fugitive from justice for four- 
teen years. This agitation for Strip- 
ling’s pardon seems to be based on 
the idea that his assumed uprightness 
as a citizen of Virginia for several 
years has absolved him, whether guilty 
or innocent, of all alleged offenses 
against the commonwealth of Georgia. 

“I maintain as sound in morals and 
essential to social order the following 
principle, which is incorporated in our 
laws, viz: Any man who, with malice 
and premeditation, takes the life of 
his fellow man, by that act forfeits 
every right that he has as a member 
of human society. 

“I can conceive of only two possible 
conditions under which Stripling could 
be regarded as entitled to his release 
from his sentence on the ground of 
his rights. If it can be shown that 
he did not have a fair trial, but that 
the jury which convicted him defeated 
the ends of justice by making him the 
victim of their passion or prejudice, I 
believe he should be given his liberty 
at once. Secondly, I believe he should 
be set free if it can be shown that 
there is evidence now in hand which 
was not, for any reason, presented to 
the jury fourteen vears ago, but which, 
if it had been presented, would, in the 
mind of the governor and board of 
pardons, have been sufficient to con- 
vince an impartial jury of the man’s 
innocence. 

“Unless the appeal for this man’s 
pardon can stand upon one or the other 
of these conditions it 4s worse than 
folly to talk about his rights. Fur- 
thermore, until the facts are proved 
to the contrary, every law-abiding man 
is not only justified in believing, bur 
is under solemn obligation to regard 
the finding of that jury as just and 
right. '

exemplary conduct has atoned for the 
crimes of the past, and on that ground 
the man should be pardoned. I be- 
lieve heartily in the possibility of a 
man’s repentance fér any sin, and glory 
in the assurance of a free and full for- 
giveness for all who cal! upon God in 
sincerity and truth. it is right for 
the state as ‘the minister of God’ not 
only to deal justly, but to love mercy. 
I submit, however, that the quality of 
mercy is destroyed when claimed as 
a right, and that clemency is a dan- 
gerous virtue when exercised without 
full assurance of repentance and ref- 
ormation. 

“I cheerfully concede, therefore, that 
the state has a moral right to exercise 
clemency in the case of proved crimi- 
nans, when the evidence of repentance 
and reformation is unmistakable. There 
is the difference between heaven and 
hell in a criminal demanding pardon 
as a right and the state granting par- 
don as a matter of grace. 


“Accepting the verdict of the jury 
which convicted Stripling of murder 
as just, | contend that there has been 
no sufficient evidence of Stripling’s re- 
pentance for his crime. According to 
the newspaper reports he avows that 
he has had no regret for the killing 
of Cornett from the night of the mur- 
der to the present time. He asserts 
that he shot the man for an alleged 
insult to his wife and sister. If that 
were true, he knew full well the at- 
titude of a jury of southern men to- 
ward such things, and if he even at- 
tempted to establish such as a fact at 
his trial, he utterly failed to convince 
twelve of his fellow citizens that there 
was any foundation for such a de- 
fense. 

“To claim. that because he has led 
an exemplary life in Danville. Va, he 
has by that proved his repentance is 
to beg the question completely. That 
is equivalent to a man’s being released 
from the charge of burning a house 
upon satisfactory assurance that he 
would never steal anybody's horse. Dr. 
Crippen in al! probability would have 
lived without hurting anybody else or 
Violating any other law, if, after mur- 
dering his wife. he had béen allowed 
to live on undisturbed with his pretty 
stenographer. According to such rea- 
soning, England committed a crime in 
hanging him. It is equally fallacious 
to plead that the long lapse of time 
has mitigated the crime. A man who 
committed a crime fourteen years ago 
and gives no evidence of repentance for 
that crime is all the more rather than 
the less a criminal. 


“Joseph's brethren when 
before the prime minister of Egypt 
Were just as guilty of treachery as 
they were the day twenty vearts before 
when they sold their brother to the 
Ishmaelites and reported to their fa- 
ther that he had been destroyed by 
the wild beasts.

THE SOUTH’S BUSINESS RAMPART. 


The Associated Press’ most recent review of the national 
commercial situation reveals the south in a position of strong 
advantage. 

The repott first recites that speculative influences are appar- 
ently marking time until the supreme court shall hand down its 
decision in the anti-trust cases. 

It then remarks a degree of dullness in trade throughout the 
country, “except in the south, where business in many lines shows 
little diminution.” | 

The significance of the observation is susceptible to more than 
one interpretation. | 

Primarily, of course, its meaning is that fundamental business 
conditions in the south are sufficiently sound to enable the section 
to resist the tendency toward sluggishness elsewhere manifested. 

The cause, in turn, for this situation of vantage must be sought 
at several sources. 

For the past decade the industrial, agricultural and commercial 
strength of the south has proceeded upon a steadily ascending. scale. 

There is less individual indebtedness in the south today than 
in any period of its history. 


which necessitated almost uniform enlargement of capital stock. 

These conditions are by no means peculiar to Georgia. ~They 
are, perhaps, emphasized in this state, but are visible in healthy pro- 
| portion in each of the other southern states. 

By and large, they mean that the farming population—upon 
which, after all, prosperity mainly depends—has gradually and per- 
manently increased its wealth and its convertible assets. The 
resultant effect upon business generally, can be only of a steadying 
and stimulating nature. 

Diversification, in turn, is the leading explanation of this whole- 
some status among the tillers of the soil—diversification, scientific 
methods and, necessarily, just prices for cotton over a term of years. 

But these factors, however: powerful, do not account wholly 
for the south’s healthful business condition. We have diversified 
in business, as well as in agriculture. Our manufacturing industries 
threaten, before the passage of many years, to surpass even the 
large dividends of the harvests. 

For one thing, we are coming to observe the doctrine of living 
at home. In foodstuffs, in manufactured goods, in insurance—in 
many of the items that figure most largely in the cost of living—we 
are learning to keep our money in the section by patronizing home 
industries, all things being equal. 

Such a system, as The Constitution has many times pointed 
out, must inevitably erect a rampart around the south, warding off 
business lethargy or at least minimizing its influence. 

The happiest feature is that conditions such as are reflected in 
the Associated Press report are bound to become more pronounee 
with time and the advance of development. 3 

The south is able to “tote its own skillet” in a greater degree 
than any other territory of equal size in the world, once it fully 
awakes to its gifts-and their responsibility. 


UNDER THE LID IN MEXICO. 


If what Arthur-Ruhl, the magazine expert, says, is true, the 
turbulent conditions in the Mexican state of Chihuahua may be con- 
sidered as the boil that represents the ferment of protest which is 
almost universal throughout the republic. 

Mr. Ruhl does not claim infallibility for his fheories, but they 
are given color by many dovetailing reports and circumstances. 

The disaffection is directed, he says, not so much against Diaz 
as against the system of close-corporation government which has 
grown up tinder the shadow of a mind growing old, whose percep- 
tions have tailed to take into account changed conditions and chang- 
Ing sentiment, 

The younger men want a chance in. Mexico, thinks Mr. Ruhl. 
In each of the states 1s installed a governor nominated by Diaz—often 
a man totally unfamiliar with, and without sympathy for, local feel- 
ings and, needs. 

Throughout the republic itis a case of rule by old men, with the 
younger and more progressive element rigidly excluded, and, it is 
plainly intimated, advantage often taken by these men long estab- 
lished in power to use their-positions for personal profit. 

Then there is the issue of tremendous pergonal estates, repre- 
senting almost unbelievable acreages, held in “cold storage” by the 
wealthy and generally absentee “haciendados.” 

In other words—accepting the Ruhl hypothesis—the absolutism 
Diaz found necessary to redeem Mexico from chaos, has now become 
not only unnecessary, but, as well, an incubus upon general develop- 
ment and the increasing desire for genuinely popular government. 

The fact that this feeling is as yet an unformulated “state of 
mind” may explain why the actual revolt has been confined to prac- 
tically one state. 

Whatever comes, the United States has placed itself in a posi- 
tion to protect. the property of its citizens, and to head off possible 
anarchy on a mammoth scale, as well as infringements of the Mon- 
roe doctrine.

The “back-to-the-farm” movement, and its accompanying and 
contributing factors of increased production through more scientific 
methods, has been given a fresh impetus by the extension of the 
corn-growing contests to the city schools.

Thomas G. Hudson, commissioner of 
agriculture, is back in his office again, 
after several weeks spent aboard the 
agricultural train on its tour around

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COTTON WAS EASIER; 
AT DECLINE 


‘Market Was Stead t _ 
ing, but ‘Turned gag 
Late in the Day. 


New York, March 27.—After a some- 
what irregular, but fairly steady early 
session, the cotton market turned easier 
late today and closed barely steady at 
& net decline of 1@16 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 point to a decline of 3 points, 
which was about in line with the show- 
ing of the Liverpool market, where fu- 
tures were about as due on the New 
York decline of Saturday, but where 
spots were in good demand with sales 
of 12,000 bales on a decline of 6 points. 
New crop positions were relatively easy 
here at the start, owing to favorable 
weather advices and a general impres- 
sion that rainfall has been sufficient 
to give the crop a good start over a 
probably increased acreage. But offer- 
ings for new crop delivery were com- 
paratively small and during the later 
trading those positions held relatively 
steady, and while active months gen- 
erally held within 3 or 4 points either 
way of Saturday's closing figures during 
the middle of the day, the list turned 
easier and the old crop led a decline in 
the last hour under more or less gen- 
eral liquidation, stop-loss orders, and 
local bear pressure, which seemed to 
be inspired by reports that further cuts 
had been made in further lines of cot- 
ton goods by one of the prominent dis-

A boat 
which “pulls the whole river behind 
her” is either overpowered and is be- 
ing forced through the water at an 
uneconomical speed, ofr she is poorly 
designeg and her lines offer a greater 
resistance than should be the case.
